Several keen diplomats, diowover, arc 
■of the oti^uiou that Japan by a clever 
( (iiil> in the event of Kuropatkin being 
routed, might, perhaps, force the Powers 
to intervene in a way that Russia could 
not resist. One diplomat representing a 
lOnropean power, says: Secretary Hay's 
note opeiiimr a way for the guarantee 
of the administrative entity of China, to 
which all the powers subserilied in the 
principle may. afti-r all, become the 
iiieatis of brii);;iiig about peace. If 
.I;ipan. pusliin„- Russian military forces 
out of iNraiiidiuria and obtaining undis- 
puted |)osse-;sion. sliduld then formally 
relimiuish the province' to China, its 
'real owner, and call upon the powers, 
under their L'ueraiilee to protect the en- 
tity of the Cidesiial ICmpire, the powers 
could not escape the responsibility. 

"Jliore would, of course, be dilll'culties 
growing out of the precedence of the va- 
rion.s powers.

Like his father, he chose the 
protessi.in of the lav,-, and in 1871* \vas 
clccaed a member of the Chamber of 
. Uepulies fiu- Rennes. There he sat 
mnoiig ili(! Lniled Republicans, and in- 
troduced a bill for tlie reform of the 
judieiarj;. Kc-electud in 1881, lie be- 
came minister of the interior in Gam- 
bottii's fjabinot of tli^., year, and en- 
deavored to kei'ii the administration of 
the country free from political inter- 
fereiH'c. He resi;;ni'(l with the rest of 
the ministry in .lamiary, ISSli, but ac- 
cepied the same post in .lules h'erry's- 
ciiliinel. of lyyi!, and retained it until 
.Maieh, l.S.sri. Iu the next year he 
becamu a incniber of tlio I'aris bar, 
and there acipiired great success, being 
eiigii^:ed in all the faiiioiis cases, not- 
ably in the dcfeiice of I )e Lesseps in the 
I'liiiamii scandals of 1,S!)H. So Kreat 
was his woi-k tnat in IbSl) ,';e diil not 
come forward as a pariiaineniary candi- 
date, although he was elected a sena- 
tor a few years later.

MAKING LEAD 



PIPES AT TRAIL 



OescrlpUon of an Interesting 
l^rocess to be Seen at the 
KflOtenay Smelter. 



Lead pipe snouts like n Jet of water 
from the machine now in operation at the 

CanaUiau .Smelting Works. The operation 
of the Miaehine is descrilieil as simple, yet 
striking la the ease with which the linish- 
eil product is turned out. Additional In- 
terest is added to the lead pipe braucli of 
the smelter by reason of the fact that 
ihe product is the first pipe ever made in 
Canada from Canadian lead. 

The hlg lead pipe machine has been In 
operation several days. It makes jilpe of 
any dliaouslon required up to four Inches 
i a diameter. Jlolten lead Is fed into a re- 
eeptaelO?at'one end. the refined product of 
the lead refinery being titlllzed. A core 
of the size desired In the pipe is placed at 
the other end of the machine, ami Ihe 
ojieratloii starts. As the lead approaches 
the core It Is cooled slightly and pressure 
is. applled>to..force.'.the Uuid through the 
core mold.' ..-- .ii'.,'-->: !--. 

The outlet of the machine points upward, 
and from this opening tlie emerges 
twisting and writhing like a giant silver 
snnke. Colls are placed to recidve tbe 
product, which In Its heated condition Is 
readily wound about the apparatus pro- 
vided. Tb.o pipe Is continuous so long iis 
the lead feed box contains raw material. 

It will be readily understooil thai a 
sliort time suffices to turn out a large 
ipiautlty of lead pipe, so that tlie maeliiiie 
is not rim contlnuousl.v. Tlie i)lnn; was 
ill oiieralloii several d;.i-s this week, and a 
coiisklerMlile reserve of' pljie ready fur the 
eonsuiiii'r Is now In slock at the smelter. 

On Wi'diiesday anotiier shipment of bul- 
ilcm wns made from the smeller. These 
shlpineuts will probably be niiidi> regular- 
ly every other week. Wednesday's con- 
slgnnient consisted of almost 80,000 ounces 
of pure silver for yiianglml and'llO.OOO in 
gold to the Seattle mint. 

The smelter is busy in all Its depart- 
ments, although the copper section is still 
riinnlug on one furnace only.

JPuli Text of the Judgment 
Handed Down By Mr* 
Justice Irving. 



Ik'L'iuiso oC the '.spociul iuloi-cst UiUon 
in the decision by commeiviiil iuterests 
goiioniUv, Uio Colonist luis been lianded 
the fulf -toxt of Mi: .histiee Irviiig's 
judtjiuciit ill tlie ciise of MeFai-laiul vs. 
iiui-mnt. It is as t'ollows: 

This action Is broUKlit by the Hqiililiilor 
«f Uie Kngllsh Buy Cuuiiliii; Coiupauy (a 
companjr IncoFjtoratca uiulcr the Com- 
paulOB' Act, 1897,) to recover from the de- 
feiuliiiit certnlii sliarcs In the Unlleil t'an- 
nerh'.s, I,lmitC(l, Issued to him as trustee 
for the lOiiKllsh I'.ny Caniiln;,' Coiiipiiiiy. on 
tUi! Ki'ouud tluit these shares were part 
Ot tUe assets of tUo laiigilsU Bay Caiuilns 
Company and .were transferred improperly 
by tUe defendant to the Individual share- 
holders of the EiigUsli l!ay Canning Com- 
fany. 

TUe facts nro not In dispute. 

In Oetober, l.S',11), th.> l':iif,-llsh li.iy fan- 
iiliij; ('oiiipaiiy and eertaiii otiiei- l■.■llln!ll^' 
companies in uliieh the sliarelniUli'rs ot 
the liiiKllsb Hay Caniiiiib' Company were 
imtcrcstedi contemplated the cousoUdattou 
of ttictr different cannerles'-tmder onci man- 
agciuciit, and It was decided to amalBamnto 
Ihelr Interests in one company to bo called 
the United Canneries Limited. 

A resolution was passed at a ineotlnt; of 
the sliarcUolders of the ICiiglish ISay Can- 
jiliiT Company to sell all tlie company's 
bu.siiu.ss, property nnd goodwill (except) tlie 
season's pack, which was then lu England,) 
to the United V Canneries Limited for ifM,- 
•000, to be pald ln fully paid up sliarcs in 
.the United Canneries Limited. 

At that time tlin KngllsU JJay Cannlnt; 
'Company was Indebted to tlie linperial 
Jlank and niso to I'owell IJros. of Liveriiool, 
(to whom the salmon pack had been con- 
. .signed for sale on commission. . It was 
. ithcii supposed that the pack would, wlien 
;SoId, realize a sum sufficient not only to 
jay olT rowcU liros. and the bank, IniL 
also to leave a snriiliis fur dlstriljutlon 
amonij tlie shareholders. Uvcuta proved 
that this was an altogether too hopeful 
estimate. The pack . when sold . did . not 
realize enough to' satisfy Powell Bros.' 
■c!alin. 

I'lusiiaiit to the resolnthin the ' Bale ' Was 
.made, and 500 shares of .'i^ 1 ,000 each) in 
the tinlted Canui-rles Limited, were'Issuod" 
to Mr. Burnett, wlio was the seeretary 
and also a director of tlie 12n^'!ish Hay 
Cannlnc Company. 

On the l;ith of .luno, 1000, at a meelliit; 
-of tlie directors of the ICn;;llsh ISay Caiinin;^ 
Company, the defendant was autliorlzed to 
.trau.sfor 240 shares to the Imperial Bank 
jiB seenrity for tlie lialaiiee ilue to tlint 
jDStituticm, and on tlie sale oC tlie paek, 
'.to settle tlie balance (bie the baal; out of 
the surplus ot said s.'ile, and to distribute 
the., balance of shares held by bini lu 
tnist, namely, 200 shares, among the rc- 
speetlvo Blinrcholders. 

Til" (l"riMiilant, netlnj; under this resolu- 
tion, tunr'd over to tlie Imperial Baalc 
240 sliares, atid after he had (llstribuled to 
.some of the shareholders the sh.'ircs to 
-which they were entitled under the reso- 
lution. It 'was found that the pack had not 
.realized .siifllclent to satisfy the claims ot 
Powell Bros. That firm thereupon recov- 
ered Jndiiiuent at,'ainst llie Kn,Ldl^!ll Bay 
Caiinlii'.,' Compaii.v, and substuiuenl ly oli- 
talned a wiiidin;: up onliT .iKainst tliat 
company. .Mr. Md'arlaud, who was ap- 
polJited llipiidator, now sues tlie ilel'end- 
.ant as trustee to recover the ^HO sliares, 
or rather the bahniei! ot tlieni not liirneil 
•over to him, viz., 1-1 sliares. 

The defcure Is iliat Mr. Burnett, who 
.admits tli.nt; lie reerlved the sh:n-es as trus- 
tee for Mil' lOiigllsli B.-iy Cannliij; Coiii- 
..pany, had been autliorlzed by the sliare- 
holdcrs to dLstrlbute these shares aiuuiijc 
them. I will assuaie that this was so, al- 
though there is no evidence to be found 
in any of the company's books that such 
a resolution w.'\s passed by the sharehold- 
ers. 

In the alternative, Ihi: <b-fendaut .says 
.that the directors by the resulutiuu of tlie 
iUth of June, 1000, authorized him to dis- 
:trlbute these shares, and that he Is by one 
•or other, or both, of those mandates oxon- 
•erated from the trust. 

As to the resi'liuioii of tlii> l.'ith .luiu', 
1000: I win assuim.' that it was p.iss-il by 
tjie directors (a fact wliieh is eeriainly 
not proved so far as Mr. Winsor, who sec- 
onded the resolution, is concerned). 
■. I have .arrived nt the conclusion that 
■the plaintiff is entitled to Juil^ment^ on 
rtwo grounds. The first is that the slmres 
held by the defendant ns trustee bidu;; the 



arc' to be responsible fot the company's 
liabilities. The creditors' have no debtor 
bat that Intangible thing the corporation, 
and that corporation obtains credit from 
outsiders on the f.iitli of tlie implied rep- 
nsentatloii tliat tlu^ e.'ipUal shall not he 
returned to the shareholders until Its lia- 
bilities arc satUtlcd. If ' ; 8harehoIdcr.4 
wcro to be at liberty to divide ' amongst 
themselves the capital of the company 
without observing th,'! statutory requlre- 
ii.ents ijreserllu'd lo- tlie sections rcdat- 
liig to wliidlus up they would be illsre- 
Rftrdlnj; one of the eoniUtions upon whleli 
tliev enjoyed tiie ndvaiitnt;e of doing busi- 
ness with a limited liability. 

The direetoi-s oC the Kn^'iish Bay Can- 
ning Company forgot that the sliares 
which they proposed to distrlliiite were 
tlie conipain-'s propcrlv; they made the 
iiilstako of lU-alliiK with llieiii as ll' they 

I Wt're the property of the Inillvidual share- 
ludders. The ('(unp.iny Is not a mere a^:- 
^-refjate of shareholders. It is a separate 
and distinct entity. The directors are the 
trustees for that entity and iioi for the 
Individual shareholders, and in tlielr i-ap- 
adty of trustee for the company tliry owe 
a duty to the creditors of the company. 
They .•^re quasi-trustees for the creditors, 
and as such are responsible tor the apiili- 
catioii of tlio eiiplial of the iompaiiy foi' 
the purposes of tile company. 

I Under the circunistances, "the distribut- 
ing of the shares without satisfying tlie 
liabilities was a breach of trust by Mr. 

I Burnett. The fact that all the directors 
ami all the sharr^.olders' sanctioned this 
breach of trust can make no differenee 
so far as the creditors of the company are 
concerned. 

I The seocond ground upon w-iiieh the 
: plaintiff Is entitled to "Judgment is that 
Mr. Burnett was not authorized by tlio 
resolution of the directors to do what he 
did. As I read that r.'solutloii, the distri- 
bution of the shares was not to lie made 
until after the lUKd; had been sold. 

Mr. Burnett must deliver to the liquida- 
tor the Bi" shares, or, In the alternative, 
luiy to the plaintiff the value thereof at the 
time they were disposed of. which I Had 
is $(>oU per share,
